Deficit 
predicted 
in 5-year 
budget 


> Town could be 

$500,000 over budget 
by 2014 if rising costs 
aren't addressed

The Town has passed this year’s capi¬ 
tal budget at $7.3 million—a dramatic 
decrease from last year's $13.5 million, 
which included the cost of the commu- 

That’s not to say all is good inside the 
town hall as the second part to the pro¬ 
jected budget forecast has some coun¬ 
cillors worried. 

“In 2010, we are under the guidelines 
set. That’s the good news,” said Chief 
Administrative Officer Don Smith. 

“The bad news is in the subsequent 
years we are significantly over.” 

The years following show expendi¬ 
tures to increase and die town could be 
in the red by as much as $500,000 come 
2014. 

The capital levy is the amount of 
money raised through taxes for each 
year and the inflation between 2010 to 
2014 could see taxes jumping unless a 
solution to rising costs is found.

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Golf course could rise from quarry 


^ St. Davids urban 
roundary needs 
altering for golf 
course, resort. 


It’s just how the saying goes, 
one company’s wasteland is 
another’s golf course. 

On Monday, a public informa¬ 
tion meeting was held at the town 
hall to discuss the future of the 
Queenston Quarry property. 

Plans to turn die land into a 
resort golf course, complete with 
its own vineyard and hotel com¬ 
plex on the floor of the quarry, 
have been stalled by the Niagara 


Additional housing is also 
being considered, but an applica¬ 
tion has been made to alter the 
urban area boundary on the west 
side of the property—not to make 
it larger, but to shift it to over¬ 
come objections 
from the NEC. 

"The overall 
objective is to tran¬ 
sition this site from 
a long-standing 
quarry operation 
and disposable site 
into something 
tremendous,” said 
lames Parkin of 
MHBC Planning, 
on behalf of 
Queenston Quarry 
Reclamation. 

“The research 
has been done, the 
type of residential 
land is unique and 
there is a demand 
for that type of land 
use there.” 

The town’s plan¬ 
ner, Barbara Wiens, 
said they are look¬ 
ing at a 200-room 
hotel that is con¬ 
nected to a club¬ 
house facility in the 

Directly north of 
that building would 


^"What we’re 
dealing with at this 
point in time is the 
change to the 
urban boundary. 
The exact layout of 
uses will follow 
once the decision 
has been made to 
alter the boundary. 


That’s the first step.” 

Parkin said the plan could go 
forward without die boundary 
changes, but it would weaken the 
overall appearance and layout of 
the site. “The golf course is 
designed to take advantage of the 
features on the quarry's floor and 
will make for a unique, champi¬ 
onship layout." 

He said extensive work has 
already been done in trying to 
move forward with the plan, 
including traffic, marketing, fea¬ 
sibility and archaeological stud- 

The Region is also being asked 
to amend their plan with respect 
to the boundary lines. 

“Given the features and con¬ 
text, we can do something really 
outstanding and the stage is set 
for a dramatic transformation. It’s 
important to go through this and 
remember a lot of the principles 
are already established.” 

The development would be 
"nestled" down in the quarry, 
minimizing the effects of the 
large development. 



Prideaux St.

This year, the Town is 
reporting a $22,000 profit that 
could be put into reserves or 
future projects. 

Prideaux Street improve¬ 
ments, including road, sewer 


are projected at about $1.3 
million. Other major expens¬ 
es include firefighter breath¬ 
ing apparatus and thermal 
imaging units estimated at 
$325,000, the completion of 
the multi-use trail and 
upgrading of town vehicles. 

Councillors approved the 
budget at Monday's commit- 
tee-of-the-whole meeting 
and it will be brought to coun¬ 
cil Monday for ratification. 

Councillors expect to look 
at making future years more 
manageable.

It may look unusual to see a 
big piece of modem machin¬ 
ery rising above the historic 
wooden walls of Fort George. 

And instead of cannons 
and muskets creating thun¬ 
derous bangs that resound 
through the Old Town, it’s the 
noise of heavy machinery 
coming from the 80-year-old 
replica wooden fort. 

One of the most recogniza¬ 
ble War of 1812 structures is 
undergoing a $2.75-million 
renovation to repair cannon 
platforms, rooftops and rot¬ 
ting wooden fence. 


Geoff Hancock, project 
leader for the War of 1812 cel¬ 
ebrations, said Parks Canada 
was able to benefit from the 
federal government’s infra¬ 
structure economic stimulus 
fund at just the right time. 

“What normally would 
have taken five to seven years 
to complete can get done in 
one fell swoop," he said. “The 
funding allowed us to tackle 
pretty much all the routine 
work that needed to be done.” 

He stressed the repairs are 
not an indicator of the overall 
shape of the fort, but needed 
to be done to ensure condi¬ 
tions wouldn’t get to an 
unmanageable point. 

This is the biggest renova¬ 
tion the fort has undergone. 
Usually, repairs are on a 
smaller scale as to not inter¬ 
fere with the tourist season, 
but the infrastructure invest¬ 
ment allowed for the fort to 
secure itself for the next 
decade or so. 


“We were very lucky with 
the timing [of the grant]. The 
fort is going to be a focal point 

tions and we want it to main¬ 
tain its integrity.” 

He said there would be 
some work going on when 
the fort opens in May, but it 
won’t interfere with the expe¬ 
rience of tourists. 

The major work is being 
completed now, with siding 
and roof repairs set aside 
until the end. 

The fort was built to look 
exactly like theoneerectedby 
the British in 1802. 

It served as the headquar¬ 
ters for the Centre Division of 
the British Army during the 
War of 1812. 

With all of the construction 
going on, workers of Rankin 
Construction are taking the 
history of the fort into 
account with three archaeol¬ 
ogists working alongside 
crews when they dig.

Town administrators in 
early days of budget 
preparation, presentation 


T his week our town administra¬ 
tor and finance director began 
sharing their budget plans 
with the councillors who will ulti¬ 
mately decide whether to accept 
expenses as presented or send them 
back to the drawing board. 

Last year, the town budget was not 
finalized until May, as councillors 
and staff struggled to find cost sav¬ 
ings that would keep the tax 
increase within an acceptable 
level—although it seemed no 
increase at all is acceptable to many 
taxpayers. 

This year, only the capital budget 
has been presented so far and it is 
early days, but at this point it bodes 
well for taxpayers. 

The town is looking at a $7.3 mil¬ 
lion capital budget. It includes sev¬ 
eral big-ticket items, the sort that are 
necessary and expensive, but that 
residents don’t always see as being 
essential to an improved quality of 
life. For example, one of the most 
costly items is an expansion to the 
airport Bright and Lavigne drain. It 
will cost $2 million, but hopefully 
will be the target of infrastructure 
grants from higher levels of govern¬ 
ment, as was our community centre 
project last year. 

Also, in keeping with our town 
administration’s efforts to adopt the 
‘user-pay’ philosophy whenever 
appropriate, the growers who bene¬ 
fit from the drain will likely con¬ 
tribute to the expense of the project. 

Discussions are on-going about the 
reconstruction of Prideaux Street 
but we know that work needs to be 


done, at least some of it. The project 
includes road construction, sewers 
and watermain replacements, and 
consideration is being given to dec¬ 
orative street lighting and burying 
telephone and cable wires, in 
response to a request from home- 
owners on that street—subject to 
council approval. That one might 
end up scrapped, as an extra that 
taxpayers might choose not to fund. 

One item unlikely to receive too 
much discussion is the completion 
of the Bob Howse trail at a cost of 
$100,000. We know from the first 
time Bob Howse ran for council and 
campaigned on the promise of the 
trail that it was a popular concept, 
and council will feel obligated to 
complete it. 

This is an election year, and we 
hear rumblings already about some 
of the irresponsible items the town 
has included in past budgets. It is 
likely that in coming weeks taxpay¬ 
ers will be the ones going over town 
expenses with a fine tooth comb, 
and letting their elected officials 
know what they will support and 
what to scrap. 

One item that will not be passed 
over is the projection of future capi¬ 
tal costs. We have been warned that 
aging infrastructure is going to be 
expensive to repair over the next five 

Somehow this town will have to 
find a way to deal with that—we 
can’t depend on federal and provin¬ 
cial economic stimulus to continue 
forever. 

Nor do we want it to.

The transition meetings 
for the students of NDSS 
have been underway for a 
couple of weeks now and, 
the school open houses for 
parents and students to visit 
our new “home schools" has 
taken place. 

If all proceeds according 
to the DSBN plan then come 
September NOTL will not 
have a student attending 
high school within its bor- 

Think about it. Not a sin¬ 
gle student, public or sepa¬ 
rate will remain and attend 
secondary school in our 

From being known as the 
“Prettiest Town in Canada" 
we can now join the ranks of 
those who comprise the 
group of Towns without a 
High School. Anyone got a 
music score to go along with 


that title? 

Well, it may be that we 
will not have one secondary 
student attending school in 
NOTL after September 2010 
but cheer up, we will have 
more yellow buses in our 
Town. 

Yes, the one thing we will 
have is lots of travel time for 
all of our students. In NOTL 
it will definitely be The Year 
of the Bus. 

How many kilometres will 
all our students, elementary 
and secondary, public and 
separate travel in a day? 
How many hours will they 
all spend on the bus? Back 
and forth, here and there, 
hands up - who knows the 
answers? 

Hold on—we have been 
wrongly placed in the group 
of Towns without a High 
School. We should lay claim 
to the title as the Most 
Educationally Mobile 
Community in Canada. 

The music score accom¬ 
panying this new title could 
have even a quicker tempo. 


It could start something like 
"The wheels on the bus go 
round and round...” 

You can say what you 
want about the transition 
process going on at NDSS 
but as of now there is a large 
number of disconnected 
secondary students who 
after assessing the “transi¬ 
tion” options and then phys¬ 
ically visiting their new 
“home” schools in St 
Catharines and Niagara Falls 
just do not see a secondary 

school they wish to 
attend. Talk to the students - 
none wish for more time on 
the bus and few wish to be 
separated from their friends, 
their teachers or their com¬ 
munity routines. 

Quite frankly, they are not 
happy to be forced out of 
their community by the 
DSBN policy-makers. 

The DSBN came to town 
the other week to talk about 
Line 2 but, interestingly 
enough Warren Hoshizaki 
(Director of Education) indi¬ 
cated he was not in town to 


talk about NDSS. He said 
the board had made its deci¬ 
sion. It is really sad he does 
not see fit to acknowledge 
the only reason he is in town 
is because of the decision. 

The Line 2 fiasco is direct¬ 
ly the result of the DSBN 
decision to close NDSS. He 
is not here for Line 2 and he 
knows it. If he was here only 
for Line 2 it would have been 
a happy visit and we would 
all be singing, dancing and 
patting him on the back!. 

So, why did the DSBN 
move forward to purchase 
the land on Line 2 especially 
when the zoning boundaries 
are clear to everyone? 

It is still a puzzle why the 
DSBN moved to purchase 
this land when it owns 26 
plus acres only a couple of 
kilometres away from this 
newly purchased site. 

This action by the DSBN 
supports continued specu¬ 
lation towards the ongoing 
yet seldom mentioned park¬ 
ing lot issue as it ties into the 
future use of the current 


NDSS site and suggests the 
parking lot issue is far from 
dead. We’ll see. 

The fact of the matter 
remains, if the DSBN had left 
the original ARC recom¬ 
mendation in place none of 
this controversy and waste 
of time and money would be 
occurring. 

The elementary school 
would be well on its way to 
being built, the secondary 
school would have 
remained open and all the 
students (elementary and 
secondary) would have ben- 

The board’s logo 
“Working Together to 
Achieve Success” would 
then have been a believable 
mantra for the DSBN to par¬ 
rot amongst us. 

The real secondary 
school closures need to 
occur in the City of St 
Catharines, not in NOTL. 
Issues such as geographical 
distance, environmental 
concerns, ongoing and 
increasing transportation 


costs, student travel times, 
catchment boundary 
enforcement etc., all point to 
the fact it makes far more 
sense for the DSBN to shelve 
the NDSS closure and move 
to shutter one or two of the 
under populated secondary 
schools in St Catharines. 

The current DSBN policy 
of stuffing St Catharines sec¬ 
ondary schools with out-of- 
town students only delays 
the inevitable city school 
closings and drives up the 
current costs financially, 
environmentally and social¬ 
ly- 

Interestingly, the one 
thing this current DSBN pol¬ 
icy does well and, stands to 
successfully accomplish is, 
the elimination of second¬ 
ary students and their way of 
life from our local school 
and community for good. 

If and when that happens, 
we may well find ourselves 
to be a town less rich in 
more ways than one.

The Centennial Arena and 
the Meridian Credit Union 
Arena in Virgil now have 20 
ice scooters, purchased with 
money donated in memory 
of Albert Mori. 

They can by used by 
skaters of all ages and sizes, 
but the purpose of the ice 
aids is to help kids have fun 
while they leam to skate. 

Clive Buist, the town’s 
director of parks and recre¬ 
ation, said it took a little 
while to decide how best to 
use the money donated in 
Albert’s memory, but these 
skating aids are much stur¬ 
dier, more attractive and 
more fun for kids than the 
metal ones beginning 
skaters had been using. 

There will be 10 available 
for each rink, for use during 
preschooler and public skat¬ 
ing times, he said. 

They allow kids to feel con¬ 
fident, can be helpful for 
children with disabilities 
who want to skate and even 
adult beginning skaters can 
use them until they find their 
balance on the ice. 


The ice scooters weigh 
about 15 pounds and permit 
an easy glide across the ice. 

And the Canadian-made 
scooters are so well-built, 
they should last for years 
without maintenance. 

Before Albert passed away 
in 2007 after a long battle 
with cancer, he told his fam¬ 
ily that he would like any 
donauons in his name to be 
directed to the arena, says 
his wife Tara.
